Among the tar- 
gets nit by MacArthur s Allied aeri- 
al forces was the island of Tarakan. 
On Mindanao, in the southeast- 
ern Philippines, the 24th Division 
continued its rapid drive northward 
along Davao

and

within six miles of Davao City. 
In an 11-mile advance in one day, 
the Americans overran the Darong 
airstrip and reached 
the

airfield just south of Davao's out-

Other units of the 24th Division, 


pushing south along the gulf, moved 
six miles below Digos and captured 
the town of Malalag, south of Pa- 
dada airfield. 
In northern Luzon, the Japanese 
were reported withdrawing major

sure of the American troops 
and 
aerial forces which sowed 400 tons

By J. FRANK TRAGLE 
(Jack Stinnctl Is 111) 
Washington — Some radio station 
operations are thumbing through 
files these days to rechcck the pro- 
gram promises they made lo the 
FCC when they applied for licenses. 
For the Federal Communications 


Commission has 
announced

henceforth it's going to compare 
jerformance with promise before 
saying O.K. to license renewals. 


What's happened, says the Com- 
mission, is that some operators ap- 
parently have forgotten the assur- 
ances they made that their stations 
would devote a goodly portion of 
aroadcast time to civic, education- 
al and cultural programs. Litllc by 
little, says the FCC, they've 
al- 
lowed commercials to elbow out the 
non-commercials. 


What constitutes an 
acceptable 
balance between commercial 
and 


non-commercial 
programs? 
That 
Solomon-like 
decision 
Congress 
tossed to the FCC. All the Com- 
munications act says is that a sta- 
lion should opcrale in "the public 
interest, convenience and 
neces- 
sity" — not much of a yardstick 
for measuring the cultural worth of 
a soap opera or a singing commer- 
cial. 


Actually, says FCC, probably no 
onc formula could, furnish r. solu- 
tion because of the great diver- 
gence of enterprise, interest and 
taste in various communities. Al-

I might be considered a public serv- 
ice in one locality there's no guar- 
antee that it would be greeted with 
enthusiasm by other listeners. 
So the Commission takes individ- 
ual circumstances into considera- 
tion — not forgetting that a station 
must make money to stay in busi- 
ness. Forty per cent 
commercial 
and 60 per cent non-commercial is 
Ihe way many applications stack 
up.There's another point. FCC is not 
permitted by the communications 
act to censor programs. Yet Con- 
gress looks to the Commission to 
see to it that programs are in the 
nublir interest. Wher^ one ends and 
the other begins it's difficult to say, 
and for that reason FCC would like 
the broadcast industry ilself lo set- 
tle Ihe commercial problem. Said

Cisco conference has eased a bi 
since Russia has backed off Iron 
her no-amendment position on the 
.Russian-sponsored government o 
'Poland—but military events in . 
rope and events to come during 
Europe's rehabilitation will pose 
rriany new problems and crises. 


In fact, it was the realization ol 


this that caused the San Francisco 
conference lo be called 
in 
the 


fcfirsl place—as a steering committee 


for 
the world at large. 


It 
will have occurred to you 


that two countries have somehow 
managed to stop every attempt to 
conquer Europe. Russia 
check- 
jnaled Napoleon Bonaparte cast pi 
IMoscow—and Great Britain finally 


smashed him at Waterloo. In this 
war the Russian stand al btalin- 
grad crippled Germany—and the 
United States and Britain came 
In for the kill. 


Always this European pair, Bril- 
lain and Russia—yet 
historically 


'they don't like each other, and, 
although allies, arc deeply distrust- 
ful of onc another today. 
. 
Britain is an advocate of private 


capital, free enterprise, and ad- 
venturesome world trade. 
Russia favors stale socialism re- 


'slricting 
the 
individual, holding 
great ventures and foreign trade 
for government alone. 
Unfortunately for the purpose o 


today's argument Europe all dowi 
through history has been a land of 
free enterprise, more or less, inc 
Ifirst world war broke Europe. A 
quarter century of peace failed to 
lift. Europeans out of poverty and 
fear—and so the great Russian ar-
